PROPOSED RESOLUTION 

NEW REAL ESTATE TAX BILL PUBLIC SAFETY LINE ITEM 

WHEREAS, Illinois Compiled Statutes Chapter 35 220/20-15 clearly defines 
the purpose of the property tax bill as providing taxpayers with detailed 
information about where and how their tax dollars are spent; and 

WHEREAS, the number of line items on the Cook County property tax bill are 
not reflective of the actual services rendered by Cook County government; and 
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WHEREAS, the tax bill currently has a separate “Cook County Health 
Facilities” line-item on tax bills which could be utilized to reflect the true cost of 
providing health services with a corresponding deletion of said Health Facilities 
costs from the “County of Cook” tax line item; and 

WHEREAS, in an effort to make transparent the cost of services for Public 
Safety a new line item should be added to property tax bills specifically to fund 
public safety services with a corresponding deletion of said Public Safety costs 
from the “County of Cook” tax line item; and 

WHEREAS, the Public Safety line item would be comprised of the same 
agencies and departments as the Public Safety Fund in the County’s tax levy 
which accounts for approximately 38.6% of FY 2005 revenue; and 

WHEREAS, the Public Safety line item should include the County’s criminal 
justice system: jails, courts and related services generally found under the 
auspices of the Cook County Sheriff’s Office, Clerk of the Circuit Court, the 
Bureau of Public Safety and Judicial Coordination and the Office of the Chief 
Judge;and 

WHEREAS, this new line item would clearly show taxpayers the costs of 
providing services such as the court system and corrections which the County 
is required to provide; and 

WHEREAS, the corresponding figure or cost of Public Safety would be 
dedicated to providing these services and therefore cannot be diverted 
elsewhere; and 

WHEREAS, adding this new line item to Cook County Property Tax Bills is 
consistent with the Illinois State Statutes’ purpose of providing taxpayers with a 
clear understanding of where tax dollars are spent. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board 
encourages the County Clerk to create a new line item for Public Safety on the 
Cook County tax bill initiating on the 2nd installment of the FY 2005 tax bill for 
the benefit of all property taxpayers.
